The object of this Society shall 
be tocolleet and disseminate correct infor- 
mation of the character of Slavery, of the 
actual condition of the Slaves and free peo- 
ple of color in our country ; to endeavor by 
all means sanctioned by law, humanity, and 
religion, to effect the ote’ and immediate 
abolition of Slavery in the United States, and 
to improve and elevate the character of our 
free colored pop ulation.* 

Art. Bi, ‘Tis Society is composed of va- 
rious religious denomina ations, united solely 
for the purpese of abolishing a great nation- 
al evil; and its proceedings shall, in all re- 
spects, "be conducted so as not to interfere 
with the religious scruples of any of its 
members. 

The remaining articles are of minor im- 
portance, relating chiefly to the number and 
choice of efficers. Our present number of 
members is twenty-nine.

nounced to the world, 58 years ago to-day, 
| with peculiar emphasis, and to which they 
solemnly pledged their lives, their property, 
'and their sacred honor. They declared it 
‘to be self-evident, that all men are created 
‘equal, endowed with certain inalienable 
rigiits, among which are life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness.’ They made no ex- 
ceptions, but declared that liberty was the 
birth-right of every man. That dark com- 
plexion did not, in their view, forfeit this 
right, was made manifest by their opposition 
to the insertion of the word while, in that ar- 
ticle of the Constitution, in which are stated 
the qualifications for American citizenship. 
The propriety of inserting this word, said he, 
was suggested by the South Carolina dele- 
gation, and was discussed by the Conven- 
tion: but it was opposed by a majority of the 
Howisitnow!
